Bat there is at least one serious 
impediment in the path of this 
food control bill and that is the 
ponderous insistence of congress 
upon taking precious time for 
haggling. Time is the essence 
of victory in this war. The dead 
line set by Herbert Hoover for 
the passage of the food bill is 
July 1. The contest has settled 
into an endurance match in the 
use of supplies.

She has laid plans to distribute 
her food products so that there 
Shall be the least possible dis- 
tress and social friction. No
